DEATH FOR 
TERROR LAW 
IN SPAIN. 


MADRID (AP). — An anti-ter- 
rorist decree that requires the death 
penalty for persons convicted of 
killing security emen or kid- 
mapped victims took effect in Spain 
yesterday. 

The decree, signed on Friday by 
Chief of State Francisco Franco, 
will remain in force for an initlal 
Perlod of two years. Ir will alow 
policemen to conduct searches with- 
oul warrant and hold suspected ter- 
rorists beyond the 72 hours allowei 
under Spain’s Bill of Rights. 

The decree also formally outlawa 
all Communist, anarchist and se- 
Pparatist groups, and those advocat- 
ing the use of violence as an 
instrument of political action. (Such 
groups were already banned under 
other laws.) 

By Government count, 31 persons, 
mostly members of the security 
forces, have been killed in guerrilla 
attacks in the past 18 months. 
The decree promised “the utmost 
severity” in di with such at- 
tacks; but it will not apply to the 
at least 16 Basque separatist and 
(Communist-inspired) Patriotic Re- 
volutionary Anti-Fascist Front ter- 
rorists now awaiting trial. 


Nato fighters to 
be barred from 
Greek airspace 


ATHENS (AP). — Greece won't 
permit Nato fighter planes to use 
Greek alrspace during the western 
alllance’s September manoeuvres in 
the eastern Aegean, authoritative 
government sources sald yesterday. 

Only Nato transport planes will 
be permitted to pass through Greek 
airspace and only after permission 
is granted, the sources added. These 
routes will be the same as those 
allowed civil aviation aircraft. 

Greece is not participating m 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation’s operation “Deep Express 
75," scheduled for September 12-28 
with 35,000 men from seven coun- 
tries, including Turkey. 

The manoeuvres, which will be 
held mostly in Turkish territory, 
are one of an annual series sus- 
pended last year because of the 
Greek-Turkish dispute over Cyprus.

Fellini film reels stolen 


ROME (AP). — Thieves have sto- 
len the original negatives of Fede- 
rico Fellini's “Casanova” and two 
other films under production, the 
Technicolor Company reported yes- 
terday. 

The company said 74 reels disap- 
peared from its refrigerated vaults 
in Rome between August 14 and 18, 
a holiday period in Italy. 

Industry sources sald Technicolor 
hasn’t ruled out the possibility that 
the films were taken for ransom. 
‘There have already been 40 kidnap- 
Pings in Italy this year, bringing 
an estimated $16m. in ransoms. 

The ‘kidnap industry recently 
turned to horses with the snatching 
of an <American-bred trotter from 


his stall in the Tuscan spa of Mon- 
tecatini on August 16. There is 
still no word on the missing animal. 

Missing from Technicolor’s vaults 
are the first three week's filming 
of “Casanova,” which stars Donald 
Sutherland, “For me, the damage 
is incalculable,” Fellini told report- 
ers.

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What do the Russians do wath 


all the grain they grow?

; MUNICH. — 
THE SOVIET UNION’S recent 
massive grain purchases in the ὕ.8. 
and Canada raise an intriguing ques- 
tion. What do the Russians do with 
all the grain they grow and harvest 
each year? 

For all the talk about harvest 
fallures and es, the USSR is 
actually one of the world's biggest 
grain producers and annually grows 
almost twice ay much wheat as the 
U.S. and eight times as much as 
Canada, even when there is weather 
trouble such as this year's drought. 

Whereas the U.S. expects a record 
crop of almost 60 million tona of 
wheat this year, Soviet targets call 
for 110 million. But the U.S., whose 

lation is only slightly smaller, 
᾿ρραο μὴ to ἘΣ ΘΕ to dozens of 
countries while the USSR must im- 
port. Even Communist China, with a 


* population three times greater than 


that of the Soviet Union, grows only 
25 per cent more grain of all kinds — 
tice included — and does not have 
the problems the Kremlin facea 
periodically. 

In fact, the USSR's annual 
harvests over the past five years 
have been prodigious — equal to 
almost a ton of grain for each man, 
woman and child. 

_ Yet, whenever there is a shortfall of 
as little as 10 per cent of the target, 
Russlans are admonished to con- 
serve bread and cereals, there are 
food shortages and the Kremlin is 
compelled to purchase grain abroad. 

“~The mystery has perplexed 

‘Western agricultural and nutritional 
experts for yeara. Doctored 
statistics, such as farms reporting 
harvests τ than what they ac- 
tually turn In to state grain purchas- 
ing centres, are one problem. 

Another is loss due to inefficient 
storage and transport facilities such 
as the lack of elevators or carrying 
grain jn open dump trucks over bum- 
py roads where they may drop as 
much as a tenth of their Joad by the 
wayside. Theft for private stockrais- 
ing use and waste, auch as the case 
of the woman recently imprisoned 
for feeding 1,600 loaves of bread to 
her cows and pigs, are other factors. 


BUT A MAJOR ON® is the Soviet 
diet. Russians eat vast amounts of 
bread and other bakery products — 
™more in a day than most Americans, 
Canadians, Australians and West 
Europeans in a week. 

Last year, per capita consumption 
of flour exceeded 300 pounds. The 
average Russian eats almost three 
times the cereal products and 
potatoes recommended by Western 
dieticians and half as much again as 


Suggested even by Soviet 
nutritionists. On the other hand, they 
consume only about half the meat, 
fish, eggs and fresh vegetables 
recommended by Western health ex- 
perts. 

The reasons for this are largely the 
backwardness and inefficiency of 
Soviet agriculture which affect 
animal products and produce even 
more than grain. 

Shortages and crises, despite vast 
investments into the farm sector 
during the past decade, remain & 
built-in part of Soviet agriculture. 
Indeed, Soviet iculture not 
only behind the major Western and

even some Asian powers, but behind 
most of the Communist countries as 
well. 

For all its vast output, on a per- 
acre basis, in the degree of 
mechanization and in the use of 
chemical fertilizer the USSR ranks 
behind all the eight Comecon coun- 
tries except one: Mongolia. 

The problems are similar to those 
which have held back Soviet in- 
dustry: lack of and poorly applied in- 
centives; bad planning; overcen- 
tralization and bureaucracy; in- 
adequate mechanization and 
technology; transport snarls and the 
geography. 


Baha’is trying to build a community 


THE BAHA'I FAITH, conceived and 
nurtured by the son of a Persian 
nobleman, js marking its 50th an- 
niversary in the U.S. by to 
“build a community more or less 
from scratch in which children are 
free from prejudice." 

. The Baha'is follow the teachings 
of the Persian prophet Baha'u'llah, 
whom they revere as a latter-day 
version of Moses, Jesus Christ, 
Buddha, Mohammed and Krishna. 
But adherents to the faith claim no 
exclusiveness for. the prophet as 
saviour or messiah. The faith, one of 
America's oldest “new religions,” 
has no priesthood and delivers its 
message on the wholeness of the 
human race in services based on 
readings from the prophets instead 
of sermons. 

The exact number of Baha'is in 
the U.S. is unknown. There are about 
1,000 local assemblies or con- 
gregations, with headquarters in the 
Chicago suburb of Wilmette, and the , 
,goal of the anniversary campaign is 


1,400 congregations by 1979. 
Because of its aim of uniting all 
mankind in one social order, there is 


. Breat stress within the church on 


eliminating prejudice, especially in 
children. Magdalene Carney, a 
member of the Baha'l’s National 
Spiritual Assembly said: ‘We work 
closely with children, including them 
in the family structure. Prejudice is 
passed on, especially through educa- 
tion, but we try to deal with and 
eliminate the whole range of pre- 
judice — religious, racial, 
economic.”" 

Baha'is believe in progressive 
revelation, or the idea that religion is 
the evolution of one centra) faith 
which shows up in different forms at 
different times in history. 

The Baha'i faith began in the mid- 
19th century when Baha'u'llah, son 
of a wealthy Persian nobleman, at- 
tracted a wide following as self- 
proclaimed successor to earlier 
religious prophets, including 
Mohammed.

f conscience’ 


for Ohio pupils

TWENTY-FIVE Catholic. Protes- 
tant and Jewish pupils at Ohio's 
Cleveland Heights High School] — 
who Jast year had never even heard 
of the Holocaust — will visit sur- 
vivors of the Holocaust in Israel and 
concentration camp sites in Europe 
this winter on a 10-day “Journey of 

Conscience." 

Leatrice Rabinsky, an English 
teacher who initiated an elective 
course on ‘"he Literature of the 
Holocaust" at the public school two 
years ago, deserves most of the 
eredit for making her pupils’ more 
aware of the subject. 

“The administrators of my school 
hadn't even heard the word 
‘Holocaust’ or know how to spell it," 
recalls Mra. Rabinsky. “But they ap- 
proved my plan, and 25 pupils — both 
Jewish and non-Jewish — signed up 
for the five-day-a-week, 40-minute 
lessons." The reasons for their in- 
terest in the course were many and 
sometimes peculiar. *'One boy 
registered simply because he was a 
World War ΤΊ buff," she continues. 
But since then, the pupils’ involve- 
Ment has grown to a highly 
emotional one, and the proportion of 
non-Jews in the class has steadily in- 
creased. 

Mrs. Rabinsky eliminated exams 
as a basis for grading, and built the 
curriculum around the books of Elie 
Wiesel, Haim Kaplan's “Scroll of 
Agony," books on the Warsaw Ghet- 
to, and first-person accounts of Nazi 
terror and Jewish heroism by 
Holocaust survivors invited into the 
classroom. 

“Most of their history textbooks 
make no mention of the six million 
Jewish martyrs and heroes,” says 
Mrs. Rabinsky, “Ὁ had to explain the 
original meaning of the word ‘ghet- 
to.’ The residents of an American 
inner-city ‘ghetto’ can take a bus or 
get into his car and leave whenever 
he wants. They don't have to climb 
over a wall and through barbed wire 
to get out while living with the fear 
of being shot, as did the Jews in Nazi- 
controlled ghettos."” 


MANY OF HER PUPILS’ parents 
are of Holocaust survivors who had 
never even mentioned their past in 
an effort to spare their children, she 
continues. One Auschwitz survivor 
who volunteered to tell his story 
“confessed" that he once saw his 
mother and sister arriving in the 
camp as he was sorting clothes. If he 
hed walked up to them, he would 
have been killed, because the guards 
refused to allow families to be 
together. As he recalled his failure to 
signal to them and thus saved his life 
(a.memory which had haunted him 
for decades), he broke down before 
‘the class and cried. Mrs. Rabinsky 
notes that such an emotional ex 
perience has proved to have great” 
impact on the pupils and a catharsis 
for Holocaust survivors who have 
borne their nightmares alone. 


Her classes have published a 152- 
page book called ‘‘Journal of 
Testimony" on 11 interviews 
with survivors. They wrote it, had it 
printed on the school's press and 
went out to sell advertisements for 
funds. Sorthe of her students 
(including non-Jews) have begun 
teaching the Holocaust in Jewish 
schools which have never touched 
the subject before. 


The idea of visiting Israel and the 
Holocaust memorials and sites in 
Prague, Terezein, Warsaw. Cracow 
and Auschwitz was suggested by one 
of her pupils. The group are now try- 
ing to raise funds from parents, odd 
jobs and donors. The World Zionist 
Organization and Yad Vashem have 
also promised support. 


Mrs. Rabinsky, a religious 
American-born Jew who says that 
none of her close relatives or friends 
had been involved in the Holocaust, 
considers this special literature 
course to be her "1126 work." 
American Jews who were not touch- 
ed by it must understand the suffer- 
ing and the heroism that they did not 
share, she explains. And non-Jews 
who passed over the Holocaust as 
just f another little war must know the

One does not need to be a statisti- 
cian to appreciate the influence TV 
exercises on everyday life. Average 
viewing totals 1,000 hours a year. In 
the U.8. children below the age of 
four are reckoned to spend an

leisure time transfixed in front of the

As a result, most juveniles will 
have witnessed about 18,000 viclent 
deaths by the age of 14, not to men- 
tion 35,000 TV advertising se- 
quences. A number of recent surveys 
have come to the conclusion that a 
surfeit of armchair viewing does 
children harm; they are no longer 
able to draw a clear distinction 
between reality and the TV 
programme. They grow duller, less 
imaginative but at times more 
aggressive. 

The Hamburg schoolchildren are 
shown TV with a difference: The 
newscaster yawns and admits that
